The creation of the 
fund is anounced in a letter to Sec- 
retary Hoover, published Monday. It 
is Mr. Guggenheim's second large 
gift to aviation, the first having been 
$500,000 with which he established the 
school of Aeronautics of New York 
University last year.

board of supervisors will not be suffi- 
cient to honor all claims for old age 
pensions, Judge Fred V.lleineniann of 
the county court, who with the coun- 
ty committee on poor and pension has 
charge of this work, fs writing to the 
county clerks of the four other coun- 
ties in which the old age pension sys- 
tem has been put into effect to learn 
what amounts have been appropriated 
in those counties and what problems 
they have in awarding pensions. 


Of the nearly 50 applicants for pen- 


sions the committee considered, about 
38 were regarded as eligible and de^ 
serving. If the $5,000 wero apportion- 
ed equally among the pensioners, each 
would receive only $12.50 a month, it 
was found.

ANOTHER INDICTMENT OF 


WISCONSIN POLITICS 


The Wisconsin County Boards a^oeia- 


lion has submitted recommendations to 
the legislative committee engaged in in- 
vestigating the state administration and 
taxation which, every taxpayer in "\Viscor,- 
fiin .should read. ' Since a large majority 
of county board members throughout the 
state arc identified with the Progressive 
organization, and since their recommenda- 
tions represent a severe criticism of the 
legislative policies of the administration, 
it may be said in support of their position 
that they have risen above partisan con- 
siderations. 


Two main indictments of the state ad- 


ministration are presented by the rounty 
boards. The first is that it has "exceed- 
ed the speed limit in the enactment of 
those measures to form the jnst and per- 
fect state, without apparent considera- 
tion of the taxation that they entailed." 
By this the boards mean, as they specif- 
ically point out. the passage of numerous 
reform measures requiring 'a great army 
of inspectors and examiners, together 
wiih support of the less fortunate at pub- 
lic expense. 
Some of these causes are 


worthy, but in the aggregate they l^ave 
grown to proportions "which require a vast 
outlay of funds, with much extravagance 
and waste and a consequent burden on the 
taxpayer. 


Thus far the legislature and the gov- 


ernor have refused to restrict or simplify 
this bureaucratic and paternalistic, and 
in many ways useless, system in the inter- 
est of economy, wherein justice to the tax- 
payer as well as to the beneficiary of poli- 
tics might be taken into account. Abuse 
of state government is. a large subject in 


, itself, and the county boards have stressed 
its importance primarily because of its re- 
lation to the excessive taxes the people of 
Wisconsin aie compelled to pay. 


In addition to this the county boards of- 


fer another indictment of state policies 
which is even more serious. It is that the 


1 state itself, and not the cities and coun- 


ties, is responsible for the heavy increases 
in taxation. 
Politicians, however, who 


are to blame for this situation, have con- 
trived to conceal the state's responsibili- 
ty from the knowledge of the average 
taxpayer. They have been able to do this 
by legislation which appropriates to the 
slate entirely, or almost entirely, revenues 
from sources that ought to go more large- 
ly to the counties and cities. Practically 
all of the taxes paid by the railroads, pub- 
lic .service corporations, and other large 
taxable interests, go into the state treas- 


ury. 
This has permitted the political ma- 


chine which runs state affairs to milk 
these sources to the utmost, without fear 
of public reaction, since the public knows 
nothing about it. 


It has also enabled this machine to 


avoid levying direct taxes in an appreci- 
able amount upon property in general for 
stale purposes. In other words, the state 
collects its funds mainly from those sourc- 
es which do not reach the people closely, 
and is. therefore, able to represent itself 
as 
taxing 
theTto very lightly. 
Since 


the people pay but little directly into the 
state treasury in the way of property tax- 
es, 
they 
arc easily led to believe ihat 


"this 
is true nnd 
to shut their eyes to 


• Die extravagances of the state govern- 
ment. 
The machine has extended the 


principle a little further this year by can- 
celling the state property tax entirely, and 
taking a larger ^licc of income tax. which 


comes out of the pockets of a comparative- 
ly few. 


The result of this system is, as the 


county boards point out. that the local 
taxing bodies, like cities and counties, 
have been compelled to levy high taxes for 
their purposes for the simple reason that 
they are deprived of revenues from the 
sources that ordinarily belong to them 
and which have been appropriated by the 
state. 
In other words, Appleton and 


Outagamie county, along with every other 
city and county, .should derive public 
revenues from the railroads, street rail- 
ways, other public utilities, inheritance 
taxes, fines, fees. etc. Local revenues 
from public utilities alone should be large 
because their property interests are ex- 
tensive. 
If the counties and cities re- 


ceived taxes from these sources, to Xvbich 
they are clearly entitled, it would reducex 
local taxes greatly, and furthermore it 
would compel the state to come out in the 
open and tax the people at large for its 
support. This would reveal to the people 
in a clearer and more personal way the 
cost of state government. 
There is no 


doubt that under such a practice public 
opinion would soon force economy on a 
reckless, extravagant state administra- 
tion. 
Other states follow the system of 


taxation recommended by the county 
boards, with the result that local taxes 
are much lower than in "Wisconsin and 
\ 
state government is kept within the con- 
fines of reasonable economy and efficiency. 


Tiie county boards have brought to pub- 


lic attention a condition in taxation which 
is a gross imposition on the people and 
reveals mal-administration of state af- 
fairs in a striking manner. 
Unless the 


people deliberately wish to b"e mulcted 
and face a future of constantly mounting 
taxes, they will give heed to the sugges- 
tions made bv the countv boards. 


FORGET NATIONAL POLITICS IN 


STATE 


Representative "Wallace Ingalls of Ra- 


cine, a member of the last assembly 
whose fight to force economy in state gov- 
ernment attracted w-ide notice, has come 
forward with a suggestion in pamphlet 
form to redeem Wisconsin from the ma- 
chine at Madison that is running riot with 
the public purse. 


3Ir. Ingalls wants to forget national 


politics in state affairs. 
His idea is that 


both Republicans and Democrats who are 
opposed to the Elaine regime should con- 
solidate in an independent organization, 
identified with neither of the major na- 
tional parties. 
He would have this or- 


ganization function for the sole purpose of 
ousting the Blame machine and returning 
state government to the hands of men 
who will conduct it intelligently, ration- 
ally and economically. 


Undoubtedly Mr. Ingalls" plan is the 


only feasible one that can produce results. 
We have had repeated attempts by so- 
called regular Republicans to contest the 
power of the Elaine regime, and we have 
gotten nowhere. 
All of them have been 


dismal failures, not merely because they 
were miserably handled, but because they 
had no hope of success in the beginning. 
We have a situation in this state which is 
not comparable to the ordinary political 
situation in other states. Nationally, there 
is no Republican party in Washington. 
The fact may just as well be recognized 
and action taken accordingly. The Elaine 
machine cannot be beaten by an appeal 
to party regularity. Neither can it be 
beaten by the resistance of professional 
politicians. Apparently the people would 
rather be hoodwinked by it send continue 
to pay excessive taxes than take their 
chances with politicians who raise a part}' 
banner. 


The Elaine organization is a law unto 


itself. 
It recognizes no national affilia- 


tion. 
Those opposed to it should organ- 


ize on the same lines. 
To win they will 


have to break down factional and party 
allegiances, and get together on a com- 
mon basis and for the common purpose 
of rescuing state government from its 
•present abuses. This would require new- 
leadership and a new deal all around, and 
would have to be supported by Democrats. 
Republicans and others without regard to 
national political views. 
If a bonafide 


organization of this kind could be formed 
something might be done. 
It is a cer- 


tainty that if this plan will not work, no 
other will. 
Mr. Ingalls is on the right 


track.

WHY ARTERIES HARDEN (9) 


This is the ninth in a series of talks about car- 


diovascular disease, arteriosclerosis, 
high 
blood 


pressure, and all that these embrace, and the series 
is going to continue for quite a while, so if 
the 


reader's blood pressure is dangerously high or his 
arteries quite brittle already he had better not wait 
longer but hurry up and write in for an epitome 
of these talks which deals with the question brief- 
ly. One contains such information as I can give 
about high blood pressure; the other deals rather 
with hardening of the arteries; but neither will be 
forthcoming unless you tell me that your doctor 
has diagnosed either or both 
conditions in your 


case, for I like to go to bed nights with a clear 
conscience. 
In discussing the causes of arteriosclerosis I shall 


try to take them in the order of .their importance, 
arid accordingly I mention first what I consider the 
most important factor of arteriosclerosis, namely, 
suboxidation. 


Suboxidation means insufficient oxidation. 
Oxi- 


dation must be clearly distinguished from oxygen- 
atlon; oxygenation means 
merely the supply 
of 


oxygen; oxidation means the chemical process by 
which oxygen combines with any substance, and 
other terms for the same process are oxidizing and 
combustion. All life is an oxidation process, a slow- 
combustion. In man this 
process, 
is technically 


called metabolism. Human life consists in the con- 
stant burning- of fuel (food) and tissue substances, 
that is. combination oxygen with 
them, to pro- 


duce the energy necessary for the beating of the 
heart, the action, of the voluntary muscles and the 
functioning of the involuntary organs. 


All right. The free air contains ample oxygen for 


all our needs, about one-fifth of the volume of the 
air being pure oxygen. Queer how so many of us 
suffer from an oxygen shortage ,in fact insidiously 
sicken and perhaps die many years 
before our 


time, because wo fail to get enough oxygen, 
al- 


though we swin in a sea of oxygen all the time. 


Right here one must advert to the silly, though 


popular, advice commonly gii'en by short cut heal- 
ers and health specialists who have little use in 
their business for 
physiology. 
They advise 
the 


sucker to""practice deep breathing" or they pre- 
scribe for him. among other things plausible to his 
half knowledge, deep breathing exercises, and the 
poor goof religiously carries out the instructions, 
oh. far more faithfully than he would obey Instruc- 
tions hy 
an honest 
physician, kidding 
himself 


along the while with the fancy that bu such mon- 
keyshines he is deriving the advantage cf more 
oxygen, for his system. 


Xo matter whether one's breathing be deep or 


shallow, for two minutes or all day and mglit, the 
amount of oxygen one absorbs is just so much, and 
no little pastimes like der-p breathing will alter the 
amount absorbed or utilized in a day. As an_oxcr- 
cise deep breathing is just as good in a -.vay and 
not so good in another way as pulling one's "stom- 
ach" or more correctly one's belly up and down or 
in and out for the same length of time, and not 
deeply and either move slowly or more rapidly then 
walking about for the same length of time. To be 
sure, one can by an effort of attention b/eath more 
deeply and either more slowly or more rapidly then 
normal for a few moments: but never fear, as soon 
as the attention flags or relaxes, the breathing ex- 
cursions become correspondingly shallower or slow- 
er to compensate for the momentary spurt, and the 
sum total of oxygen gained by the stunt is precise- 
ly nothing. However, as !Mr. Barntim said— 


The sound, physiological rule for Intelligent folk 
simply this: Never mind your breathing—it is an 


automatic function.

and Its Residents 


By Edward P. Humphrey. 


In early days, bnck in the '50's and 


60's, Lawrence street from Appleton 
street to the college campus, was to 
Appleton what Fifth Avenue used to 


to New York and what Orange 


Srove Avenue id now to Pasadena— 
he aristocratic 
residence street of 


he town. The college in those days 
lulked as almost "the whole thing" 
n Appleton, and most of the profes- 
sors lived on Lawrence street. The 
'ather of.i)r. Henry Colman, now of 
Milwaukee, a survivor of the college's 
first graduating- class in '57, kept a 
oollegre board-ing liouse on what 
Is 


now 'the C. S. Eoyd property, and a 
college-owned dormitory for 
women 


occupied the corner where Dr. 
Pea- 


ody now lives. One Sunday morning 
:his dormitory burned down and the 
?irls lost everything they had except 
.heir best dresses which they were 
wearing to church. In those days a 
piano was a great 
rarity and the 


dormitory extremely prided itself on 
the possession of one. During the fire 
a big-, husky student \vilh an ax was 
discovered chopping' the legs off the 
piano with the idea of getting it out 
of the builcMng more easily. It was at 
his fire too that a soft mattress was 
carefully carried 
down 
the 
stairs 


while a gold witch—almost as rare 
as the piano, was thrown out of a 
window. 


Travelling: up the years a good dis- 


:ance this story, which I get from

Lawrence made the original contribu- 
tion.

Anson Ballard 


When Lincoln was assassinated the 


general feeling in the north was that 
the country must fall into chaos, and 
similarly when 
Anson Ballard died 


unexpectedly in 1S73 as the result of 
a carbuncle, mar-y people in this city

without him. TTe was 
probably the 


city's most prominent business man 
at that time, his principal activities 
being in real estate, but aside from 
business, he was the head and front 
of every xvorthy civic activity and a 
man whose purse was always open 
to carry forward the interests of his 
home city.

Dr. J. R. Reilly luirl an office 
In a little frame building on the north- 
west corner of Lawrence and Onelda, 
and across the street, 
directly and 


diagonally, were Dr. .1. T. R'eeve and 
Dr. E. Stansbury. One of my-first re- 
membrances of Lawrence street is of 
Dr. Page's living on the> corner Of 
Lawrence and Allen streets where Dr. 
Ryan is now. Tha lives of physicians 
in those dr.ys were 
very 
different 


from now. There was almost no such 
thing as "office pracHce," but physi- 
cians were out "making calls" most 
of the day, and L!i» nights were made 
hideous for their families by the al- 
most ceaseless ringing of door bells 
and telephone bells summoning 
"the 


doctor" from his needed repose. The 
pecuniary reward? too were far Af- 
ferent from now. "Visit and medicine" 
were one dollar instead of several 
dollars, 
and patients 
squared 
up 


with every other creditor before pay- 
ing the doctor's bill. Frequently they 
wheedled the doctor Into giving them 
a substantial discount on 
even the 


modest charges then in vogue—and 
of course there were scores and hun- 
dreds 
of 
bills in the doctor's expe- 


rience that were 
never paid at all 


Physicians like Reilly, Reeve and 
Stansbury literally gave their lives 
for their patients and got out of it notu 
ing but a bare living for themselves and 
their families. They wore on the go, 
morning, noon 
and 
night, 
drove 


weary miles into the country 
over 


corduroy roads 
or through cold anc 


snow in the diarl 
of 
winter, and 


many times got not even a "Thank 
you" at the end of the line for snatch- 
ing ungrateful wretches from the very 
jaws of death! Let us 
honor 
their 


memories now, if we did not properly 
appreciate their cervices when they 
were living! 


Appleton's First Telephone

Speaking of physicians' 
offices on 


Lawrence 
street 
makes it interest- 


ing to interpolate the story of Ap- 
pleton's first telephone exchange, con- 
sisting of three 'phones, whose wire, 
at the other cm", from "Central1' ter- 
minated in three 
such 
physician* 


offices. 
I do not recall 
the ex 


act date of the establishment of thir 
exchange, but. it must have been at 
| about 1SSO. At that time the principa 
drugstore, in Appleton wa.s conduct- 
' ed by Louis Benoit and "Xick" Bles- 
ser, under the firm name of Benoit 
& Blesser. in a building \yhioh is now 
a part of the 
Geenon 
department 


store. This wa.s the drugstore after- 
wards purchased by J. A. Hawes anc 
C. S. Little, and conducted tinder the 
name of Hawes & Little. Drs. Reeve 
Stansbury and Win&low had most oi 
their prescriptions filled at Benoit & 
Blesser'.s. and shortly after the inven- 
tion of tho telephone Bonoit & Blesser 
conceived tiie 
id- i that it might be 


good advertising for them and more 
closely cement tl-i three "physicians 
to them, if they connected their slo"o 
to tho offices of thr- three physicians 
by telephones. ?o three 
wires were 


strung from 
tne 
drugstore 
to UK 


physicians' offices. At first there was 
no attempt to make interconnection 
of the 
telephones, 
oarh line 
being 


used 
exclusively 
boh\oon the store 


and the phjsician's office to which it 
was extended. At that timo I was ;i 
member of 
Dr. 
Stan.snury's 
family, 


and my bosom friend wa.s 
"Jamie* 


Reeve, who lived across the 
street. 


Wedecided weouphl to ho able to talk 
with each other over those telephone? 
and made, our wislios known to Benoit 
A Blesser. The \\iro.s at the drugstoie 
terminated oloso together on a sm:il 
board near the prescription case. Ho 
it was arranged that when either of 
us boys wished to talk with tho oth- 
er, he called Iho drugstore 
and Hit 


person who answered took a piece ol 
ordinary, naked copper wire, twistoii 
one end around the Reeve wire anri 
the. other around tho Stansbury wire, 
and presto, "Jamie" and I were able 
to visit over tho line to our heart's 
content! i cannot now recall tho exact 
history of the growth of this prfvate 
telephone exchange into 
the . larger 


public exchange, but I remember that 
a.s subscribers 
were added the ex- 


change was movid up into the small 
hall room, a mer'-. box, over the head 
of the stairs, on the 
second floor 


above the

no

calling by number, but "Central" was 
instructed to "gimme Foster's Drug- 
store," or "ring up Tom Reid's house 
for me."

were very grieved and indignant at 
being put to the trouble of hunting 
up the numbers, nnd "Central" came 
in for a good calling down whenever 
she plugged in, in response to a sub- 
scriber's summons! 


T)r. ,Tnmes V. Canavan 


Tn many respects a very remark- 


able man. a physician, who lived at 
two periods of his life on Lawrence 
street at the corner of Onelda, was 
Dr. James V. Canavan. 
Shortly after 


Or. Stansbury died in 189!), Dr. Canavan 
purchased the Stansbury house ami 
made his homo and office there. Like 
many another in this country of op- 
portunities that are measured only by 
the will and capacity to grasp them. 
Dr. Canavan arose from very humble 
beginnings to a place of highest con- 
sideration in his community—being no 
less than mayor of the city and one 
of tho city commissioners under the 
commission 
form 
of 
government. 


"Jim" Canavan was a farmer's son 
from out in the county somewhere, 
and camo to Appleton as a young man 
to be hostler for Dr. Stansbury. 
He 


took care, of the horses nnd tho cow. 
acted as driver when Dr. Stansbury 
was out malting 
calls, did general 


roustabout work around the place, and 
even helped take rare of the children, 
tho daughter of tho house being an 
especial favorite, whom he. delighted 
to carry 
around 
on his 
shoulder. 


"Jim" was of "sunny" disposition, al- 
ways willing und tif KOU.I humor, and 


gradually acquired a wide • acquain- 
tance in Appleton, while his family 
was a well-known one throughout the 
rural districts. 
So in the course of 


time "Jim" got into politics and fi- 
nally was elected county clerk. Mean- 
while his sterling, if somewhat latent, 
qualities, had commended him to a 
very capable and estimable woman, 
who proved her 
good judgment by 


marrying 
him. 
And, if general re- 


port at the time is to be believed, she 
immediately set 'on foot ambitious 
plans'for her husband's future. She 
was not satisfied at the prospect of 
his getting1'into the rut of a commun- 
ity politician, but coveted for him a 
lifework of more significance and help- 
fulness among his fellowmen. So she 
persuaded him to appoint her depu-

Dr. Byron Douglas

came to know very well during the 
years we were both members of the 
business men's club, and for whom I 
had a great respect.

Th« Jerrard Family 


A family which made itself felt on 


Lawrence street, forty or fifty years 
ago wa.s that of John F. Jerrard, liv- 
ing where Dr. N. P. Mills does now, 
near the corner of Morrison. Perhaps 
I .should have said that this 
family 


made itf-elf heard rather than felt. Mr. 
and Mrs. Jerrard Were quiet enough, 
perhaps because they were so busy 
providing for their eight active chil- 
dren. Those children were the liveliest, 
and had the most initiative of any on 
the street. They were full of fun and 
play and extremely popular with oth- 
ers, so that it came to be the recog- 
nized thing for the youths of neigh- 
boring families upon every possible 
opportunity to "go to the Jerrard's." 
Grandpa" Spofford, father of Mrs. J. 
T. Reeve once made up a rhyme aboutv 
the Jerrard children. "Grandpa" was 
a retired ship carpenter, and he had a 
shop bordering on Market street at 
the re:ir of the Reeve' residence pro- 
perty, where he kept his fine outfit of 
tools, and spent his odd time puClcrini; 
about. Among other thingrs he marte 
wo masts like those fof a 
schooner, 


with top-masts and all usual nautical 
equipment, including: cro'sstrees and 
shrouds, erected them in the ground 
on the north side of the Reeve resi- 
dence. a;ul taught "Jamie" and me in 
scaling the ma.sts to climb around outj- 
sido tho crosstrees instead of taking 
the easier way through the 
"lubber 


which distinguished office he filled for 
many years, until in fact, he chose to 
retire, when he was succeeded by the 
late Judge John Goodland. Sometime 
during his incumbency of the circuit 
judgeship, feeling he needed exercise, 
Judge Myers brought to Appleton the 
first Kentucky 
horse ever owned in this city. The 
horse was a high-standing sorrel, full 
of life but gentle as a kitten, and the 
number of "gaiU," he had been train- 
ed to take was a matter of wondering 
comment throughout the community. 
Judge Myers h.vt a stalwart 
figure 


and made a fine appearance on his 
horse, though he 
rode 
without the 


least ostentation, but 
rather if any- 


thing with a slightly apologetic air for 
being so splendicly equipped. George 
H. Myers was postmaster of Appleton 
for eight years succeeding 
186S. At 


that time the post office was located 
in a separate building on the hack of 
his residence lot on 
corner of Lawrence 


the 
northwest 


and Morrison 


streets, and fronted on Morrison street. 
This was long befo.-e the days of free 
mall 
delivery, 
and 
everyone was 


obliged to go to the post office to get 
his mail. There were lock boxes and 
call boxes, mostly the latter. When 
the mail was due to arrive and be dis- 
tributed, a large proportion of the pop- 
ulation of the city, seemingly, resort- 
ed to the post office, 
crowding the 


small lobby to suffocation, each man 
standing in front of his box or a.s near 
to that position as he could get, to .soo 
if any letters or papers were put into 
the box, to be called for. when with, an 
important bang, the delivery window 
should be opened. Dr. Stansbury used 
to send me over to the post office to 
"get the mail," when I was a rather 
small shaver, and one time when 1 
was pushing my way through a forest 
of tall legs to see what might be do- 
ing respecting Box. No. 257, 1 stepped 
upon somebody's fdot. 
"Oh 
damn!" 


cried an agonized voice, and when I 
looked up 1 saw it was Capt. J. H. 
Marat on who had been the 
sufforer. 


Capt. Marston lived only half a block 
from where T lived and knew me very 
well. He must have seen the horror in 
my eyes 1 hat so revered a neighbor 
should have used so ter,rible a word, 
for he put his hand on my shouldor, 
bent down to me and said: "That was 
a wicked word, Eddie, that I should 
not have spoken. 1 forgot myself when 
you stepped on my corn!" 


Samuel Boyd 


"Sam" Boyd as he was 
familiarly 


and affectionately known, was a man 
whose entire 
life, 
practically, 
was 


.spent in Applet on, where he became 
one of the city's principal attorneys 
and was for some years county jud^e. 
He attended I^awrcncc College when it 
was known as Lawrence Institute, and 
was graduated from it with the insti- 
tution's third class in 1S59. Whei, ho 
attended Lawrence ho gained renown 
among tho students for his ability to 
euro headaches, 
possessing 
some 


.strange magnetic or other power by 
virtue of which tho pain quickly din- 
appeared. His fingers were not applied 
directly to the sufferer's head, but in- 
stead the suffering brow was stroked 
with a brass key, which 
seemed to 


draw tho pain away until it wa-s en- 
tirely dissipated. Judge Boyd's father 
was a British army officer who resign- 
ed to come to America, where ho took 
up about, a thousand 
acres of land 


from the 
government 
on the 
cost 


shore of Lake Winnebago, in Calumet 
county. When his father brought him 
to America, "Sam" was a very small 
boy, but he entertd the country wear- 
ing a silk stovepipe hat, as was the 
fashion in those days. "Sam" had two 
brothers, Tom and Adam, who attend- 
ed Lawrence Institute at the same 
time he did. After his graduation from 


Lawrence he went to Albany, New 
York, where in due time lie was grad- 
uated from the law school. Thereupon 
he returned to Appleton and establish- 
ed himself in his profession. Jfis first 
home was in a house that stood on 
the site of the 
present 
Stansbury 


house on Durkee street, just south of 
Lawrence. Afterwards he bought what 
is now known as the Boyd property 
on Lawrence street, running east to 
Durkee street, in the early '80's selling 
the corner to S. K. Wambold. Judge 
Boyd from his youtji up had a very- 
high sense of honor and 
hated idle- 


gossip or anything that had the sem- 
blance of falsehood. He was an ardent 
Mason and delivered the address i.. 
the dedication of the city's first Ma- 
sonic Temple, afterwards 
known as 


the Commercial National Bank Build- 
ing. 


George W. White 


For many years George Walworth 


White and family occupied the house 
on Lawrence street now the residence 
of Mr. and Mrs. C. S. Boyd. In the fall 
of 1855 George White, then a boy of 
fifteen, drove with his father. Peter 
White, up the Green Bay road, along 
the river bank from Green 
Bay to 


Appleton. "Uncle Peter" White, as he 
was affectionately known to the whole 
community, was opening a small coun- 
try store on the north side of College 
Avenue between Onelda and Morrison 
streets. The town was a thriving vil- 
lage in the midst of a primeval for- 
est of oak, hickory and maple, with 
pine toward lake Michigan. The river 
was a rushing stream with never a 
dam to hold it back. Game abounded 
und young George's greatest burden 
was to be deprived of his 
Saturday 


shooting in order that he might saw 
the wood necessaiy to heat the Meth- 
odist church on Sunday. His father's 
contribution 
was wood-sawing, but 


the work fell on the boy. As ft resu't 
ho swore that when he wa.s a 
man 


there 
v,ere 
two 
things 
ho would 


never do. One w.s to saw wood and 
the other was to go to church: Pic- 
tures of George as a young man show 
hint to have been 
very 
handsome. 


His mother was Irish and he inherit ..-d 
the Irish coloring as well as the Irish 
fire. In fact one i-f his first 
expe- 


riences in Appleton was to figiit the 
village bully who said he looked like 
a grirl. Nobody thereafter accused 'iim 
of looking effeminate. 


In the closing years of the decaiU1 


before the Civil War "Uncle" Willk-n 
White moved to Kansas and cditc:! a 
free soil newspaper. George follower] 
shortly after anri enjoyed tho excite- 
ment of border warfare and red hot 
newspaper work. Then in 18G1 he hur- 
ried home to enlist in Company "K" of 
the Sixth Wisconsin that short I j !»'- 
came one .if the legimeuis nf t'le fa- 
mous Iron Brigac'p that lost more men 
in action than any other brisrado in 
| the Union Armies. However, because 
of his skill as a horseman and per- 
haps because he 
had 
antagonized 


Capt. Bragg (later General) 
in the 


election of a Lieutenant (successful- 
ly) he was transferred to tho Signal 
Corps, where he saw a 
tremendous 


amount of fighting as well us sooux 
duty. At the second fight of Freder- 
ic-ksburg he had his signal 
station 


shot out from under him by field guns 
and at Gettysburg it was his Job to 
scout after the retreating army of Lee. 
When mustered out there 
had been 


fighting in plenty and George took his 
sabre to the top of a little hill, from 
which he threw it as far as it would 
go with the pious hope that he would 
never do another day's soldiering as 
long a.s he lived. Then he left for the 
Southwest and s-.ortly engaged in the 
Gulf Coast trade. This lasted for two 


years when he returned to 
only tfe jump into the midst of trouble 
once-more. During the war most of 
the responsible element had been awajr 
and the rougher element was running 
wild. The sheriff who had been elected 
was unable to serve warrants or keep 
order. It needed a man with at least 
some Irish blood in his veins to re- 
store civil liberty. The law and order 
people, regardless of party, united to 
elect George White sheriff, and he was 
speedily found to be the right man in 
the right place. When being sheriff 
was no longer exciting, he entered the 
Post Office deparment, first as postal 
clerk, soon as special agent and later 
as Postoffice inspector. The duties of 
a special agent or inspector in those 
days and perhaps now, were to detect 
irregularities in the postal service and 
to arrest thieves.
